States Government, nor can his heirs or cred- 
itor?. 

II No drafted man in going to the ap- 
pointed rend* zvous will be permitted to go 
r .uud by w«.y of Canada on account ot the 
roads being belter that way, or because hla 
"uncle William" lives there. 

III. Anyg' ntleman living in Ireland, who 
was never iu this ceuntry is not liable to the 
draft, nor are our forefathers. This latter 
statement is made for the benefit of those 
Eorolliog Officers who have acted on the sup- 
position that the able-bodied male population 
of a place included dead gentlemen in the 
cemeteries. 

IV. The term of enlistment is for three 
years, but any man who may have been draft- 
ed in two places has a right to go tor six 
years, whether the war lasts that length ot 
time or not— a right this Department hopes 
he will insist on. 

V. Tne only sons of a poor widow, whose 
husband Is in California, are not exempt, but 
the man who owns stock in the Vermont Cen 
tral railroad is.

We counted thirty-two dead bodies floating 
dowu aa we steamed up, and Ibes* are noth- 
ing to those who prrsh in the v.llagis .»nJ 
he unburied. or those that pass by at ni;:ht or 
are devoured by a ligators.

He 
gave them the inner keys of the vault, but 
told them that the president, Mr. Winslow, 
bad the outer key of the ve-ul'. They com- 
pelled him to go with a guan! to Mr. Wii:»- 
1 »w's bou?e and get him up. B* had not the 
key. They took him and Mr. C'rtwff-rd back 
to the baBk . where they threate ued to cut the 
throat of the cashier and burn him up in the 
ise if he didn't prodnce the key to open 
the vault. A servant; found the key, whirh it 
ms Mr. C. had lost in bis Lurry before he 
left his room As soon as they got the key 
they got at the fun.ls quickly. The president 
s they must have understood how to use 
the inner keys much better than he die". 
Tbey got about $60,000 in gold belong- 
ing to the bank and about tll.000 in cur- 
rency a so belonging to the bank. They got 
at about f 40,000 special deposite— the greater 
part gold. They left on the road up the river, 
losing near the toll-gate a package of $2 700 
in Kentucky money, and four MUM iurther 
14,700 in greenbacks. One of these prekages 
was found by a white man and returned ; the 
other was found by a negro and relumed. 
The president of the bank knew none of the 
parties, although an old resident, and 
knowing nearly every citizen of the coun* 
ty. There was nothing like uniform in the 
dress of the men, and no arms exhibited ex- 
cept revolvers. There were evidences that 
they were familiar with the town. Th y kit 
on the road up the river, and took the Boone 
road, crossing the two pikes that led into 
Owen, and went through Boone or Grant, ap- 
parently making for the hilly country at the 
head of EagW creek. The cash in the bank 
bad been three times removed fat eafety. It 
was last removed to Cincinnati, and had not 
been returned more than three weeks. Who 
these robbers are, or how they got thtre, is a 
matter of conjecture. They were seen as they 
came into Carroliton by the toll-gate keeper, 
and seen as they left.

In oue cas« the tiu-rnllas drove twelve men 
into one hon e, shot them and burned the 
bu'lding The inbab'ianis fl-d into ravines, 
and bushes and the fiends stood on the banks 
nd fired into tbem, kiHiug and wounding 
corces. Twenty-five negro rrcruits were 
shot. They took all the money that could be 
found in the pockets of citizens or their houses, 
and stole all the ladies' jewelry, even to rings 
on their fingers. 

Jim Lane escaped on horseback, rallied 
about two hu- drcd men with arms, and fol 
lowed ar-d overtoek Ciuantrill twelve miles 
south of Lawrence, where a fight occurred, 
but the result is unknown. 

Quantrill is now retreating towards the 
Missouri, burning everything on his route. 
It is not expected that he will be intercepted

The Recognition of the Confederate 
States. 

[From the Richmond Enquirer, Au£. 1.1 
If there be any one among us who may, 
peradventure. have still clung to the idea 
that some friendship exists for us in Eng- 
land, we trust he is undeceived. Uut there 
are yet some who imagine that France is 
probably about to recognize us by herself. 
This, also, we gravely doubt. France, cer- 
tainly, is more friendly to us than England; 
has much less interest than England in the 
breaking down of American commerce, and 
no interest at all in the overthrow of Amer- 
ican democracy, seeing that sue is quite as 
democratic herself, it is true, also, that 
by temperament and by the traditions of 
their race, the French are much more likely 
to feel a generous and disinterested sympa- 
thy with a brave people struggling for its 
rights against heavy odds. Vet Lord Pul- 
merston is right in saying that the Emperor 
has his own impediments which have hith- 
erto kept him back from all action in our 
favor. Perhaps the chief of those is the 
formidable "Liberal or "Republican party 
in his empire, which is Btupidly aboliiionist, 
which avails itself of every pretext for 
asBiiiling the Emperor's acts, and which 
would be quite sure to cry out against his 
recognition of the Confederacy as a sanc- 
tion of slavery and a disgrace to the banner 
of France. And these wretched "Liberals" 
are gi owing stronger, the defeats of Govern- 
ment candidates iu the late elections being 
all in their favor. The Emperor would not 
fear this opposition if he were acting con- 
jointly with England; but his hastening to 
recognize us first, and contrary to the re- 
monstrances of England, would asuiredly 
be made a most powerful weapon against his 
power. 

It is true that his policy, especially "since 
the conquest of Mexico, imperatively re- 
quires the permanent disruption of the old 
American Union ; but he, as well as Eng*- 
laud,is quite assured of this result at any 
rate. Neither one nor theother of them is at 
all afraid of reconstruction, and a powerful 
reunited nation; so the Emperor also can 
afford to take his time and watch his oppor- 
tunities. 

If we had not so very singular a State De- 
partment as we have, there were methods in 
our power whereby we might have perhaps 
quickened the action of both England and 
France, and might at least have given them 
strong additional reasons for recognizing 
our Confederacy. One of these methods 
would have been to forbid all consuls to exer- 
cise their functions; or, according to the 
phraseology of our State Department, to " re- 
voke their exeyitaturt.'' The phrase signifies 
little ; the thing was to admit no persons pur- 
porting to be Consuls from powers not recog- 
nizing us. France and England need to have 
Consuls here, as they themselves aimit;if 
they could have none, save in the regular 
way, there would be one motive the more to 
adopt that regular way — namely, to send to 
recognize the Confederacy. 

Another method would have been to offer 
certain commercial advantages to France 
and England, which should have placed j

It follows from all these con-i.leratlons 
that France has no very strong reasons, any 
more than Eugland, to be in a hurry with 
her recognition. She also can wait with 
great equanimity; and if there were in our 
hands any means of gentle compulsion, or 
attractive inducement, by which we might 
have hastened her action! those means ha ve 
been carefully taken out of o.ir hands by 
our astonishing. Department of Stale.
